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| The Epiſble Dedicatory Eg 
Wilderneſſe are waters broken out, and ſtreames in 
the Deſert, the parehed ground is become a Poole, 
and the thirſty Land-ſprings-of water: in the Habita- 
tion of Dragons where each lay, there isgraſſe with 


Reeds and Ruſhes, the Lord hath powred water 


upon him that is thirſtie, and flouds upon the dry 


ground; He hath powred his Spirit on the feeds ot 


the Heathen, & his bleſſing on their Off. ſpring, they 
ſpring up as among the gtaſſe, as willowes by the wa- 


ter-courſes : One fayes [am the Lords, and another 
calls himſelfe by the name of Jacob, and another ſub- 


ſcribes with his hand unto the Lord, and ſirnames 
himſelfe by the name of 7ſrael.

give encouragement unto this Worke, and to open

undertaking. It was a holy ambition in Paul to preach 
the Goſpel where Chriit was nt na ned, that he might 
nat glory in another mans line; It is certainly a great 
honour to be Inſtrumentall to bring ſoules to Chriſt, 
who before never heard of his Name.

For our natures can- 
not live without nor grace without affliftion, more 
or leſſe, ſooner or later. The winter before this laſt paſt it 
pleaſed God to worke wonderfully for the Indians, who call 
upon God in preſerving them from the ſmall Pox, when their 
prophane N ues were cut off by it. This winter it hath | 
pleaſed God to make leſſe difference, for ſome of ours were 
alſo viſited with that diſeaſe ,. yet this the Lord hath done 
for them, that fewer of them have dyed thereof, then of o- 
thers who call not upon the Lord. Onely three dyed of it, - 
C bur fire more young and old) of other diſeaſes : Now 
8 zgh the Lords mercy ) they are well, though not with- 
bur infirmicies , which befall Mankind 


Dut © inde. In mat- 
ters of Religion they goe on, nor onely in attendance on + 
ſuch meanes a8 they have, not onely in knowledge, which be- 
ginnerh to have ſome cleareneſſe in the Fundamentall poynts 
\ of Salvation; but alſo in the practice and power of Grace, 
doch in conftant care in attendance on the worſhip of God on 
Sabbath dayes and Lecture - dayes, eſpecially profiting in þ

Likewiſe God is pleaſed to try their Charitie þy an 
old Paraliticke or Palſie ſick- man, whoſe owne. Children 
being propbane and tyred with the burthen of him (his re» 
tentive power of houlding excrements being looſened ) and 
having a looſeneſſe, ſometimes he is very noyſome and bur-

For one of our firſt and principall men is dead, which 
hongh it be a great blow anddamping to our worke in ſome 
R yet the Lord hath not left the reſt to diſcourage- 
ment thereby, nay the worke is greatly furthered, for hee 
made ſo gracious an end of his life, and imbraced death with 
ſuch holy ſubmiſſion to the Lord, and was ſo lityle terrified 
at it, as that it hath greatly ſtrengthened the Faith of the li- 
ving to be conſtant, and not to feare death, greatly com- 
re of the death of Namporas, for that was his name, 1 
thinke he did more good by his death, then he could have 
done by his life : one of his ſayings was, That God giveth us 
three mercies in this world ; the firſt is health and th 
the ſecond is food and cloaths ; the third is fickneſſe and 
death; and when wee have had our ſhare in the two firft, why 
ſhould wee not be willing to take our part in the third? for 
his part he was: I heard him ſpeake thus, and at other times 
alſo, and at his laſt he ſo ſpake, and it ſo tooke with them, 
that I obſerve it in their prayers, that they ſo reckon up

And thus vver 
order the Schoole: The Maſter daily prayeth among his 
Schollers, and inſtructeth them in Catechiſme, for which pur- 
poſe I have compiled a ſhort Catechiſme, und vyrote it in the 
ſters booke, vvhich he can reade, and teach them; and alſo 
all the Copies he ſetteth his Schollers vvhen he teacheth them 
to write, are the Queſtions and 'Anſivers of the Catechiſme, 
that ſo the Children may be the more prompt and ready there- 
in: wee aſpire to no higher learning yet, but to ſpell, reade, 
and yvrite, that ſo they may be able to vvrite for themſelves 
ſych Seriptures as I have already , or hereafter may (by the 
bleſſing of God) tranſlate for them; for I have no hope to 
ſee the Bible tranſlated, much leſſe printed in my dayes. 
Therefore my chiefe care is to Communicate as much of the 
Scriptures as I can by vvriting: and further, my ſcope ſo to 
traine up both men and youths, that when they be in ſome 
meaſure inſtructed themſelves, they may be ſent fortir to other 


parts of the Countrey, to traine up and inſtruct others; 
as they themſelves have been trained up and inſtructed⸗ 
confideration doth make mee very carefull to put on the 
Schoole, and attend it with what diligence I can, although I 
cannot as yet doe in it, what I deſire. There be ſeverall provi- 
dences of God ring to worke, which make mee thinke 
that the moſt effectuall and general] way of preceding theGo- - 
ſpel will be by themſelves ,when ſo inflraRted as I have above- 
mentioned; a8 for my preaching, though ſich whoſchearts 
God hattibbwed to attend; can picke up ſome knowledge by 
my broken expreſſions, yet I fee that ĩt is not ſo taking, and 
effectuall to ſtrangers as their one expreſſions be, who natu- 
rally ſpeake unto them in their owne tongue.

on of Chriſt, and Covenanting to walke in all the Admini- 
ſtratlons of the publique worſhip of God, under the Govern- 
ment and Diſcipline of 1 Chriſt. I doe therefore exhort 
them to.try their hearts by the word of God to finde out what 
change the Lord hath wrought in their hearts, and this is the

Give mee leave (much honoured Friends) to goe a little 
backe in my relation, that I might be more particular, becauſe 
theſe Letters I prepared in the fixt Monet after they had a

deliberated on with ſome aonference( as their manner is) and 


finally. did conſent unto it, then I told them, it was en

fable of the two Builders, on the rocke the firſt, the other 6n 
che fand, 8&c. By this time the day was well up, then ] taugbt 
out of the rh of Ezra 3. g. where [deſcribed a day of fiſting, 
and the right carriage of it yet bythe parable of a Nut, l ſhew- 
ed that outward acts are as the ſhell, which is neceſſary , but a 
broken and believing heart is the kernell, and fo ended the fore- 
part of the day. After a little reſpite ( in which time a Queſtion 
came to mee, if it were lawfull to take a pipe of Tobacco? ) we 
met.againe, the firft took his Text, Job. 3.16. 22. and his Pre- 
face was, Treade or rebear ſe this, and let every one reade it in his 
owne beart. The ſecond took his Text, Math. 13. 24. to 31. 
from the parable of him that ſowed gootd ſeed, and the enemie came 
aud whale they ſlept ſowed tares, &c. The third took his Text, 
Luke 3d. 4, 5, 6. ver. Prepare yee the way of the Lord, make bis 
paths ſtraight; &c. By this time night drew on, then I took for 
my Text, Deut. 29. andthe 1. to 16. where Iſrael entred into 
Covenant with the Lord”: and finally our Covenant in the 
forerecited words I expreſſed, and they joyntly conſented un- 
to; firftthe Rulers, then all the people, then was the Collecti- 
ons for the poore, and by dark night wee finiſhed our worke. 
Thus have I briefly deſcribed that bleſſed day wherein theſe 
poore ſoules ſolemnely became the people of the Lord: this 
was on the 2 rh day of the 7tñ Moneth, 1651. . 
Upon the $th of the Od. Moneth, which was our next Lec- 
ture ( for'it is in that place but once in a forthighe, Thoulding 
a Lecture each other weeke ſtill at any other place) ir pleaſed 
our Governour with many others attending him, to viſit our 
poore workes and day of ſmall things, where they viewed our 
houſe, our Fort, our Bridge, adviſed about a place for à Mill, 
&c.) At the ſeaſon they came unto our Lecture, and obſerved 
the carriage and behaviour of things and men : among other 
things one of our Indians did (as we are won t) exerciſe, which 
they tooke ſo muctrnotice of, and were ſo farre affected with, 
as that it.pleaſed the Governour to advice me ro write the ſub. 
ſtance of that which he ſpake, which is as followeth j his Text 
was Marth. 13.44, 45, 46- Againe, the Kingdome of heaven is like 
vmo treaſure bid in a feild, the which when a man bath found, be hi- 
deth and for joy thereof goeth and ns that he bath , and buy! 
* {65% 2 the 
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the feild : 45. Againe, the Kingdome of heaven is like unto a Mar- 
chant- man ſeeking goodly pearles : 46. Who when be had found one 


pearle of great price, be went and ſould all that he had and bought it. 
The ſubſtance of theſe words he did twice rehearſe, then for in- 
ſtruction he firſt propounded what is this treaſure which is hid 


in a feild he anſwered it is Repentance for ſinne, faith in 
Chriſt, and pardon of ſinne and all grace, as alſo praying to 
God, the worſhip of God, and his appointments, which are 
the meanes of Grace, on which he dilated , ſhewing what ex- 


cellent pearles theſe are, exhorting all to account ſo of them, 


and on this point he did much inſiſt: ſecondly, he asked what 


is the Feild where theſe pearles are to be found? he anſwered 


the Church of Chciſt, which they did deſire to conſtitute in this 
place, and to that end come thither to dwell : Thirdly, he 


asked what is it to (ell all that a man hath to buy this Feild > - 


He anſwered; to part with all their ſinnes, and to part with all 
their old Cuſtomes, and to part with their friends and lands, 
or any thing which hindereth them from coming to that place, 
where they may gather a Church, and enjoy all theſe pearles; 


and here he inſiſted much to ſtirre them up, that nothing ſhould 


hinder them from Gathering together into this place where 
they might enjoy ſuch a mercy. | 

Then he proceeded to the ſecond parable, and his firſt Que- 
flion was, Who is the Marchant man, that ſeeketh good]! 
pearles? he anſwered, it is all you Indians which pray to God, 
and repent of ſinne, and come to heare the word of God, you 
come to ſeeke for excellent pearles ; and here alſo he infifted : 
his ſecond Queſtion was , What is this pearle of great price? 
now in anſwer to this Queſtion he did not pitch it on Chriſt 
alone, and ſhew the worth and price of Chrift : but he did 
pitch it on faith in Jeſus Chriſt, and repentance for finne , and 
ſtood upon the excellency and neceſſitie thereof. And this was 
the greateſt defect I obſerved in his Exerciſe, which ſeeing I un- 
dertake to relate that which none but my ſelfe underſtood, 1 


dare not bur truely relate, becauſe the Lord heard all, and 1 


muſt give an account of this relation before him:His nexc que- 
ſtion was, What is meant by all the Riches he had? he anſwe- 


red, his (inns, his evill Cuſtomes, his evill manners, in-which 
£ * he 
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he formerly tooke much pleaſure ; And here he dilated alſo: 
Laſtly he asked how did he {ell them all, and buy the pearle ? 

he anſwered, by caſting away & torſaking all his finnes, mour= 

ning and repenting ofthem, praying to God, and believing in 

Jeſus Chrift. And here he fervently dilated , ang fo ended; 
and this — to the beſt of my memory and obſervation, 
is the ſubſtance of what he delivered. Whereby you may ob- 
ſerve the manner of my teaching them, for they imitate mee, 
as for our method of preaching to the Engliſh by way of Do- 
Qrine, reaſon , and uſe, neither have I liberty of ſpeech, for that 
way of teaching — unskilfull in their Language, nor 
have they ſufficient abllitie of underſtanding to profit by it, 
ſo well as by this way, whereof you have herein a little

It doth proſperoully ſucceed to their great enc ouragement,

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and ours in the Lord. There was here ſome few weekes ſince, 
the prime Indian at Marthas Vineyard with Ms Mabewe ( Humane- | 
quinn ).a grave and ſolemne Man, with whom Thad ſerious diſ- 
courſe, Ms Mabewe being preſent as Interpreter between us, 
who is a great proficient both in knowledge and utterance, 
and love, and practice of the things of Chriſt, and of Religion, 
much honoured and reverenced, and attended by the reſt of the 
Indians there, who are ſolemnely Covenanted together, I know - 
not how many, but between thirtie or fortie at the leaſt; and 
receive none into their Fraternitie, or Combination, but thoſe 
which give good proofe of their upright defires, to their Con- 
ſcience, in their profeſſons and Converſations, who when Mr 
Mabewe eannot be with them (as at many ſet times he ĩs) doth 
in che weeke time inſtruct himſelfe from Mr Mabews mouth, 
and prepare for their inſtruction on the Lords day, which they 
conſcionably obſerve, and have their conſtant ſolemne meer. 
ings together: This man where he was, had communion on the 
Lords day with Mr Eliots Indians neere Dorcheſter Mill, unto: 
whom he preached or declared what he had learned himſelfe 
from the Scripture, ſome two houres together, with ſolemne 
prayer before and after, and then ended with a Pſalme , ſuch as 
at home is wont to be ſung 2 his uſuall hearerg. The 
Lords day after he was in our Aſſembly , the Boate then being 
ready to carry him home by the next opportunitie, and truely 
my reverence to him was ſuch as there being no roome I pray- 
ed our brethren to receive that good Indian into one of their 
pewes, wlrich they did forenoone and afternoone, and at meale, 
I perceived by. him that he had underſtanding of what he heard. 
Mr Leverich being lately here and at my houſe, (who alſo prea- 
ched at our new Church) I conferred with him about the be- 
ginningsand progreſſe of the Lords worke, among his neigh- 
bouring Indians at Sandwich, and did heare from him, what did 
my heart good. And therefore when he tooke his leave. of me 
] requeſted him that he would doe me the favour at his returne 
home, to ſend me a briefe flory of that good hand of God 
which was there upon them, ab origine , which I thanke him he 
did ſoone after , and I thought not amiſſe to incloſe it, as it 
came to me, being written with his own hand, not dogbting 
- ous 


but it would addeunto your rejoycing in the Lord. About a 
fortnight ſince, there was a Lecture to be of Mr Eliot, at Natictze, 
the new Indian Towne, where he uſeth frequently to preach to 
them, befides what he doth neere home (on either fide ) and 
many times doth keepe the Lords day with them, whereof ha- 
ving ſome notice, and that the Governour Mr Endicot intend- 
ed then to be there, my Coſin Ram ſon and I with ſome other, 
did prepare to ride thither, the Governour and his Sergeants 
lying at Dedham, which is within ſeaven or eight miles of the 
owne, and we at Mr Fackſons neere Watertowne Mill ) in like 
diſtance in the next morning aſter we had been ſome houres 
there where we found Mr Eliot, and by that time we had view- 
ed all things, the Governour came with about twentic horſe» 
men from Dedham, and made a like view, after which the Lec- 
ture or Sermon began in thẽ Fort, which the Indians have made 
of whole trees very hanſome and firme, which is neer@a faire 
houſe which the Indians have built after the Engliſh manner. 
high and large (no Engliſþ-mans hand in it, ſave that one day 
or two they had an Engliſh Carpenter with them to direct a- 
bout the time of rearing, with chimneys in it : In which Mr E- 
liot & thoſe which accompany him uſe to lye, and the Indian 
Schoole- Maſter was there teaching the Children who doth 
reade and ſpell very well himſelfe , and teacheth them to doe 
the like ( befides writing) and as there is a large Roome be- 
low, ſo there is alike chamber above, in a Corner whereof M: 
Eliot hath a little Roome incloſed, and a bed & bed - ſted there- 
in, and in the ſame Chamber the Indiens doe as in a Wardrope 
hang up their skinnes, and things of price, as counting them 
there to be very ſafe, as well when the dores be open, as when 
they be locked they have laid out three long faire ſtreets there, 
two on this fide the River, and one on that, and have ſeverall 
houfe-lots appertioned ſeverally to every one, which doe or 
be to inhabite there, and in many of them there are fruit - trees 
already planted, and they are building Engliſh houſes for them- 
ſelves, meane while living in Figwams, whereof there is good 
ſtore neere the hill fide , at preſent there being a goodly plaine 
from the Towne towards Dedbam) over the River ( that is, 


Chorles River) they have made a firme high foote- bridge 2 q 
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\ Wiſe to walke to and fro, having heaped on the bottome tym- 
bers huge ſtones, the more to fortifie it, and it was a great en- 
couragement to them, that the laſt yeare, ( when a like bridge 
made by the Enꝑliſp in the new Dedbam Village called Medefield, 
ome foure or five miles from them) was throwne downe by 
the force of the flouds or lce, yet theirs did ſtand firme and up- 
right. But to returne to the Fort, and to the buſines of the 
day, that is Round and Capacious, and they have prepared 
there a large Canopie of Matts upon poles for Mr Eliot and 
the chiefe of his Company to {ic under, and other ſorts for 
themſelves and other hearers. The Saneps or men by themſelves 
and the Squaes or women by themſel ves, beſides the Engliſh then 
preſent, (which were about thirtig) there were I thinke not 
tewer then a hundred men women and young ones;among the 
Indians there be ſome greater proficients in knowledge, and of 
better utterance by farre then their fellowes, Grave and ſerious 
men, whom Mr Eliot hath trained up (or the Lord rather by 
his inſtructions and directions) to inſtruct and exhort the reſt 
of the Indians in their Lords day and other meetings, when he 
cannot come to them himſelfe. There be ſome five of theſe, 
one of them was prepared before we came, and appointed to 
begin this Exerciſe : the further relation of the manner of this 
Tadians behaviour in preaching, together with the ſubſtance of 
that Sermon being before ſet downe by Mr Eliot may be never 
omitted: other particulars in order to the exact deſcription of 
the Indian Fort and buildings in Mr Eliots Letter is defective 
are here ſupplyed. This man being of middle age, and cladall 
in Engliſh apparell (as moſt if not all others of them are) fit- 
ting in the midft, on a ſtoole, under the ſhelter, did begin with 
prayer very ſolemnely, ſtanding up for ſome halfe quarter of an 
houre, then ſitting downe ſpake unto them of the two Para- 
bles, concerning the Feild wherein the treaſure hid, and the 
wife Marchant felling all for the pearle; wee underſtood him 
not (ſave Mr Eliot) excepting now and then a word or two, 
he diſcourſed to them ſome three quarters of an houre at the 
leaſt, with great devotion, gravitie, decency, readines and af- 
ſcction, and geftures very becomming, and ſundry mentions 
he mace of Jeſus Chriſt jj ſpecially in the beginning, and to- 


wards

wards the ending, as if he were the ſcope of all, and the reſt of 
the Indians; diverſe old men and women, and the younger did 
Joyne and attend with much Reverence, as if much affected 
therewith 3 then he ended with prayer as he beganne. Then 
Mr Eliot prayed and preached in the Indian Language for ſome 
houre more, about coming to Chriſt, and bearing his yoake. 
This Text was tranſlated by him from the Scripture into Eng- 
of, ſpeaking with much authoritie, and after his latter prayer 
the Indian Schoole- Maſter read out of his Booke one of the 
Pſalmes in meeter, line by line, tranſlated by Mr Eliot into Indi- 
an, all the men and women, &c. finging the ſame together in 
one of our ordinary Engliſh tunes melodlouſly. 1 ſhould have 
ſaid that after Mr Eliots Sermon there were two or three grave 
Indian that propounded to Mr Eliot, each of them a Queſtion, . 
very pertinent to the matter he handled about the yoake of 
Chril, and coming to Chriſt, which he anſwered, interpre- 
ting unto us both their Queſtions, and the ſumme of his one 
Anſwers. After this the Lord did ſtirre up my heart to make 
an Exhortation to the Indians, which Me Eliot expounded to 
them, and alſo the Governours Speech, which God did ſtirre 
him up too unto the ſame purpoſe, declaring our joy to ſee 
ſuch beginnings, and warning them of the great danger if they 
ſhould decline from what they had already come unto, either 
in their knowledge, affection, or Chriſtian practice, incoura- 
ging them againſt what might dampe or deterre. 

en all of us taking us to our horſes left Mr Eliot and them 
together, the Governour and his Company to lye at Dedbam, 
and the reſt of us when wee had rid two or three miles with 
them did returne into our owne way towards our former lod-- 
ging, having been every one of us much refreſhed in our ſpi- 
rits in what we ſaw,$& were informed of, viz. of God amongſt - 
them. Not long before this, travelling with Mr Eliott brother 
I conferred in the way ſeriouſly with him about theſe Indians, 
for he uſeth to accompany his brother, and is a right godly 
and diligent man, deſiring to know what ſolidity he found 
by experience in them. Who did acquaint mee that there was 
difference between them as between the Engliſh, ſome being leſſe 


ſerious then others, and leſſe ſpirituall; but that there was a 
| con- 
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conſiderable Company of ſolide ones that were conſtant and 
forward in good duties, as well on the weeke dayes as on the 
Lords. And that he had purpoſely ſometimes in the darke 
walked the Round, as it were alone, and found them in their 
ſeverall Families as devout in prayer, &c. as if there had been 
any preſent to obſerve: and that carried it very modeſtly, 
utterly refuſing to receive any reliefe from Mr Eliot, Table, 
chooſing rather to live on the proviſions at home, which came 
in hy their owne labour; and when once Mr Eliot owne pro- 
viſions failed ( hee being detained among them ſundry dayes 
beyond his intent) they ſoone tooke notice, and of their owne 
accord did bring unto him varietie of the beſi which they had 
themſelves, and he profeſſed unto mee that upon all his beſt 
obſervation, there was a very hopefull beginning amongftthem 
of the Grace & Kingdome of our Lord Jeſus. The Lord vouch- 
ſafe tobe the Omega among them as well as the Alpha of this 
bleſſed change.

Not long at- 
ter the ame had forſaken their old way; on a Leture day 
after Exerciſe diverſe Indians defired tb become the ſervants of 
che Lotti, amongſt whom was a Pamwuw, called Tequanonim, 
who was of great eſteeme and very notorious; for he as they 
laid, arid in their ignoratice conceived,” never did hurt to any,

This Pawwawdeelaring by what meanes 
the Lord tooke him off this devilliſh Trade, ſaid that he had 
heard ſome things from my Father, who tooke occaſion to 
diſcourſe with him about the way ot true happineſſe, that he 
ſhould never forget, bleſſed be God, his Counſell had ſo | pats 
an cff:&,as | hope ic hath on many other. It pleaſed the Lord 
who will have all che gods of the earth to be terrible unto him; 
For he meeting Mumane quem in the wood by accident, told him 
that he was glad he hay an opportunitie to ſpeake his minde 
unto kim; for he had many ſearchings of heart about his 
Pawwawing, and did thinke it was not a good way, and that 
God was angry with him for it 4 for ſaid he my wife hath been 
along time ſieke, and the more I Pawwaw for her, the ficker ſhe 
is; And this doth agree with an obſervation of the Indiam of 
this I{f]and, viz. that ſince the Word of God hath been taught 
unto them in this place, the Pawwaws have been much foyled 
in their devilliſh taskes, and that inſtead of curing have rather 
killed many; but in a word the fruic of this and all other 
meanes was a publique manifeſtation of hatred to his former 
wayed, wondeting he was yet alive who was ſo ſinfull, and 
that he deſired to be better, and to believe in Chriſt, for whoſe 
fake onely , he did believe his ſinnes could be pardoned, and 
that he did deſire to heare the word of God. This man hereby 
hath made thoſe of his own houſe to be is Enemies; his wife, 
his children, and moſſ of his friends and kindred, who remaine 
obſtinate ſtill, whereby he meets wich many troubles & temp- 
ations : one of his brethren being very ficke did earneſtly de- 
fire that he would Pawwaw for him, which he refuſed, his bro- 
ther told him that he might keep it private, but he ftill refuſed, 
telling him that notwichſtanding that, if he ſhould anſwer his 
deſire, he ſhould breake his Covenant, and ſinne againſt God; 
and therefore would not. d 

There came preſſing in at the ſame time about fiftie diant, 
deſiring to joyne with the worſhippers of God in his ſervice. 
t would be too long for mee to fer downe what every one ſaid 
before they entretſ into Covenant, onely this | may not emit, 
that all of them eame confeſſing their ſinnes, ſome in *

the naughtineſſe of their hearts, others in particular actuall 
unnes they had lived in: and alſo they all deſired to be made 
better, and to attend untg the Ward of Gad, to chat end 
looking onely to Chriſt Jeſus for ſalvation. 1 obſerved alſo 
chat they generally came in by Families, bringing alſo their 
Children wich chem, ſaying, l have brought my Children toq, 
I would have my Children ſerve God with us, f deſire that this 
ſon and chis dauabter may worlgip Fehoveb, and if they could 
but (peake, their pacencs would have chem ſay ſamething, to 
ſbew their willingneſſe to (lerye God: Aud when the Comman- 
dements were repeated, they all acknowledged chem to be 
good, aud made choice of Jahnab to be their God, promiſing 
dy his hel pe co walke accardipg to his Counſells: And when 
they were receivsd by them that were þefore in this generall 
Covenant, it was by lowde voyces giving thankes co God that 
they were met together in the wayes of Jehovah: this is all be. 
fore the end of the yeare 16 5 0. 

And now through the mercy of God there are an hundred 
ninetic-nine men, Women, and children 3 that have ꝓrofeſſed 
themſelves to be worſhippers of che great and everliving God. 
There are now two meetings kept every Lords day, the one 
three miles, the other about Eight miles off my houſe : His- 
comes teacheth twice a day at the neareſt, and Mumanequem ac- 
cordingly at the factheſt, the laſt day of the weeke they come 
unto me to be informed touching the ſubject they are to han- 
dle: And the Lord doth much aſſiſt them, bleſſed be the name 
of che Lord. I have alſo undertaken to keepe by the helpe of 
God two Lectures amongſt them, which will be at each once 
a fortnight : And I hope it will be by the bleſſing of God very 
profitable unto them. This winter I intend, if the Lord wil), 
to (et up a Schoole to teach the Tudjians to reade, viz. the Chil- 
dren , and alſo any young men that are willing to learne, 
whereof they are very glad. I am alſo endeavouring their Co- 
babicationswith all convenient ſpeed, that ſo they may be 
more helpfull one to ancther ; and alſo the better advantaged 
to carry on that worke they have ſet upon to Gods glorie,and 
their owne comfort. And what I have written concerning the 
Pawwawes, and the fiftie Indians, that were admitted to thoſe |

that worſhipped God in one day: There were diverſe Euglißʒ 
. thereof; 4s-well 4s my falſe; $61. 
wee conld not but acknowledge much of the power and 
goodneſſe to be viſible amongft them, who without being dri- 
ven wer, or allured by gifts, were fo ftrongly carried a- 
gainſt hole wayes they ſo much loved, to love the way that 
nature hates.

(there were ſome Miniſters and diverſe other godly men there 
that attended mee thither) his Text was in Matthew 13. 44, 455 
46. He continued in his Exerciſe full halfe an houre or more 
as l judged ir, his gravitie and utterance was indeed very com- 
mendable, which being done Mr Eliot taught in the Indian 
tongue about three quarters of an houre as neere as I could 
gueſſe; the Indians, which were in number men & women neere 
about one hundred, ſeemed the moſt of them ſo to attend him 
( the men eſpecially } as if they would looſe nothing of what 
was taught them, which reflected much upon ſome of our 
Engliſb hearers. Aſter all there was a —— ſung in the Indian 
tongue, and Indian meeter, but to an Enpliſh tune, read by one 
of themſelves, that the reſt might follow , and he read ic very 
diſtinctly without miſſing a word as we could judge, and the 
reſt ſang chearefully, and prettie tyneablie. I rid on purpoſe 
thither being diſtant from my dwelling about thirty-cight or 
fortie miles, and truely I account ĩt one of the beſt urneys 
I made theſe many yeares. Some few dayes after I deſired M- 
Eliot briefely to write mee the ſubſtance of the Indians Exerciſe, 
which when he went thither againe, namely, to Naticke, where 
the Indians dwell, and where the Indian taught, he read what 
he remembred of it firſt to their Schople-Maſter, who is an In- 
dian and teacheth them and their Children to write, and I ſaw 
him write alſo in Engliſh, who dath it true and very legible, 
and asked him if it were right. and he ſaid yea, alſo he read it 
unto others, and to the man himſelfe, who alſo owned it. 
To tell you of their induſtry and ingenuitie in building of an 
houſe after the Engliſh manner, the hewing and ſquaring 
of their tymber, the ſawing of the boards theraſclves , and 
making of a Chimney in it, making of their groundſellʒ and 
wall-plates,and mortiſing, and letting in che fradds into them 
artificially, there being but one Engliſh-man a Carpenter ts 
ſhew them, being but two dayes with them, is remarkeable. 
They have alſo built a Fort there with halfe trees cleft about 
eight or ten Inches over, about ten or twelve foote high, befides 
what is intrencht in the ground, which is above a quarter of 
an acre of ground, as I wdge. They have alſo built a foore 
bridge over Charles River, with. Groundſells and Spurres tc

uphold it _ the ſtrength of the Flood and [ce in the Win- 
ter; ir ſtood firme laſt Winter, and I chinke it will ſtand many 
Winters. They have made Drummezs of their one with heads 
and braſes very neatly and artificially , all which ſhewes they 
are induftrious and ingenuous. And they intend to build a 
Water-Mill the next Sommer, as I was tould when I was with 
them. Some of them have learnt to mow Graſſe very well, 
Hhalt no further trouble you with any more relation at this 
time concerning them. But a word or two further with your 
patlence concerning other Indians, The worke of God amongft 
the Inditns at Martins Vizeyard, is very hopefull and profperous 
alſo. I miſt of Mr Maybew their Teacher, who was lately at 
Boſton, and therefore cannot give you a particular account 
thereof at this prefent time; yet ] cannot hut aequaint you 
what other mot ions there are touching other Indians. There 
came to us upon the 20% of thiz —— , at th — 
rall Court one mad ummr Sachem of Bunmbbigge,dwelling 
amongſt or neere to the Aarrogenſets, who offered himſel fe and 
bis Men to worſhip God, and defired that ſome Enghſh may 
be ſent from the Maſſacbuſets Government to plant his River, 
that thereby he ma be partaker of Government, and may be 
inſtructed by the Engliſh to know God. Wee thall I hope take 
ſome care and courſe about it, and I hope wee thall have more 
helpe to carry on that worke alſo ; For there are ſome Schol- 
lers amoiight ws who addict themſelves to the ſtudy of the In- 
am Tongue. The Lord in mercy recompence it into your 
Boſomets , all that labour of love youchſafed to the poore In-

I have 
ent you the Relation of one India of two 
veares proſeſſion, that I tooke from his owne 
mouth , by an Interpreter , becauſe he cannot ſpeake or un- 
derftand one word of Engliſh. . 


The firſt Queſtion wat; 


. How did you come firſt to any fight of finne ? .. 

A. His anſwer war, before the Lord did ever bring any Engliſh 
to us, my con ſcience was exceedingly troubled for ſinne, but after Me 
Mahew came to preach,and bad been here ſome time, one chie fe Saga= 
more didimbrace the Goſpel, and I bearing of bim, I went to him, 
and prayed bim to ſpeake ſomething to mee concerning God, and the 

more I did ſee of Gad, the more I did ſee my ſinne, and I went away re- 
joycing, that I knew any thing of God, and alſs that I ſaw my ſinne. 
I pray what hurt doe you (ee in ſinne? 11 
A. Sinne, ſayth be, is a continuall ſickneſſe in my heart. 
What further evill doe you ſee in finne ?

New England begun upon the Indians, again all ſucb 
that raiſe up falſe reports againſt the ſame, or 4 4 labour 
to weaken the ſame , by leſſening the number of ſuch as 
are wrought upon by the power of the Goſpel preached to 


them,

II ſeemes that ſome of late have been ſo 
impudently bold (which I cannot ſufficiently 
vonder at) as to report and publiquely af- 
Le: a 

firme, that there was no ſuch thing as the prea- 
"ING: | ching and diſperſing of the Goſpel amongſt 
EEE, the Natives in New England: verily Sir, I doe be- 
leeve that the Devill kimfelfe (who is the Father of Lyes } 
would not, yea durſt not have uttered ſuch a notorious un- 
truth as that was. Now although I confeſſe I have not been 
preſent at the places where the Indians are wont to meete, to 
heare ſuch as doe preach unto them, by reaſon of my bodily 
weaknes, and indiſpotition to travell ſo farre into the Wilder- 
neſſe, yet thus much I can teſtiſie ( if my Teftimory may be of 
any uſe ) being lately come over from New- England; that there 


are divers perſons in ſeverall places, who doe take paines, and 
labour

labour in that Worke there, vi. not onely\Mr Lliot of Roxbury, 


who hath preached among them for many yeares up & downe 
in the Juriſdiction of the Maſſachuſets ; and Mr Mabew, who for 


a good while hath taken paines amongſt the Indians at an Iſland 


called Martins Vineyard ; but of late alſo Mr Leveridge in the 
Juriſdiction of Plymouth , and Mr Blynman , who lives now in 
a new Plantation in the Pequotts Countrey. As for the fuc- 
ceſſe of the preaching of the Goſpel unto the Natives, I have 
heard Mr Eliot affirme, that he is ſo well perſwaded of the 
Worke of grace in ſome of them, as that he could comforta- 
bly joyne in Church- fellowſhip with them: Mr Mabew alſo 
( who came to ſee mee a little before my coming from thence : 
told me that after Mr Whitfeilds coming thence (for he ped 
been upon that Iſland, as he came to the Bay, and was preſent 
alſo with MrMabew amongſt the Indians) there were neer u 

one hundred (I think he ſaid Ninety and odd) perſons of them 
more who came in to heare him preach unto them, and ſome 
Pawaws alſo, and one of ſome Eminency amongſt them, who 
did ackncwledge his Evlll in ſuch doings , and made a Decla- 
ration of the manner how he came at the firſt to be a Pawam, 
the which alſo Mr Mabew did relate unto mee. Sir, that there 
is ſuch a work in hand in New-England as the preaching of the 
Goſpel unto the Natives there, all the Magiftrates and Minifters 
and people in that᷑ place (who know any thing) will be readie 
to atteſt, and therefore ſuch as dare affirme the contrary, may 
as well ſay, that the Sunne doth not ſhine at Noone day, when 
the skie is cleere, and doe indeed deſerve a Publique Witneſſe 
to be borne againſt them, for ſuch a Publique, and ſo notori- 
ous an untruth ; The good Lord humble them deeply for it, if 
it be his good will, and pardon it to them through his grace 
in Chriſt. 

Thus Sir, not having further at this preſent to be trouble- 
ſome unto you, defiring an Intereſt in your earneſt prayers for 
mee, beſeeching the Lord to let his preſence and bleſſing be with 
you, and upon your great and weighty buſineſſes, I take leave, 
refting .
